‘hose who need i, the omission may proceed 
trem ignorance or timidity 5 from not knowing 
that they need it,and not perceiving their fault 
of therr danger Insuch a cuse we should not 
waitte be consulted, “ not every bystander 
indeed ts authorized to intermeddle in oteer 
men’s affsirs and conduct.” But they who 
know the Circumstances and possess weight must 
be cautioned against being to backward to 
this benevolent «ffice, through fear of losing la- 
bouror giving offence. A few words ia some 
instances may prevent great mischief ; poss bly 
ruin; and if they are ineffectual at first, there 
may be mach room for hope and much encour- 
agement for benevolence to persevere.
